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HOW TO AVOID 
BOLSHEVISM 


The world has had a great awak- 


‘ening within the last few years, has 


awakened to the fact that our whole 
system of legislation has been one- 
sided and unfair. It is no worse now 
than it hag been for centuries, but for 
centuries a large proportion of the 
human race has suffered, and the 
law makers have failed to take ad- 
vantage of the many opportunities of 
improving both the race itself and 
their environment. Legislation has 


failed nearly altogether in controlling 


and improving the propagation of the 
race, and miserably failed in control- 
ling the wealth of the world and see- 
ing that every member of the race 
has a fairly equal chance of securing 
a legitimate share of that wealth. 
For years there have been rumblings 
of this awakening in the shape of la- 
bor disputes, strikes, and so on, but 
we have arrived at the time‘of being 
wide awake, and looking round for 
the path that shall lead'to a different 
state of affairs. Russia thinks she 
has recognized the right path in Bol- 
shevism, and has stepped forward in 
that direction and many are follow- 
ing or preparing to follow, to what 
end? God alone knows, but it surely 
must be the wrong path, when to 
follow it means murder, rapine and 
destruction. In many of the old Eur- 
opean countries, legislation that will 
bring about the necessary changes 
will be very hard to obtain, it will be 
hard enough to bring about in Can- 
ada, a country in its infancy. It will 
take men with courage and determin- 
ation and with a single eye to the 
future welfare of this great and glor- 
fous country. The legislation neces- 
sary to bring about the improvement 
of the race itself and the condition 
of living here have been recognized 
for years, and in some small parts 
have been adopted by portions of she 
world. Let Canada lead by adopting 
more and more of better social laws 
and securing a happy and contented 
people far removed from Bolshevism. 
As a nation are we strong and bold 
enough to carry out the necessary 
changes? Surely yes, there is no 
stronger, saner, or more intplligent 
people in the world today than Cun- 
adians. 

Below is a rough draft of the legis- 
lation necessary for the improvement 
of the race and the control] of wealth 
and if adopted there would be no fear 
of Bolshevism in fair Canada. 


eo THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE 
RACE. 


All persons of both sexes perman- 
ently insane to be sterilized. 

All incurable consumptives and 
epileptics sterilized, as well as all 
those who have an incurable heredit- 
ary disease of*any serious’ nature, 
such as being syphilitic. 

No person who has had_ venereal 
disease allowed to breed till ten 
years after cure under heavy penal- 
ties.” Every person contemplating 
marriage to be medically examined 
and must produce a certificate of be- 
ing a suitable person to marry before 
the ceremony is performed. Pros- 
pective mothers to have medical ad- 
vice and treatment at cost of State. 

At birth the mother and child to 
have suitable mediqal attention at 
cost of state whether mother is mar- 
ried or single. 

The unmarried mother encouraged 
to raise her child to be a credit to the 
state. The cost of raising such a 
child to be contributed to by both 
parents and if necessary the state 
to bear the cost of its education and 
training in some trade or profession 
the child repaying the state when its 
education and training is completed. 

Every child to have a good educa- 
tion, private schools being abolished 
in favor of state schools. Every 
child to be trained in some trade or 
profession, the child at fourteen 
years of age being allowed to pick 
out its trade or profession, with the 
help of expert advice, but not com- 
pelled to follow the~ choice made at 
that age. 

Both sexes to have an equal chance. 

Physical training to be compulsory, 
it being the aim of the state to pro- 
duce fine physical, as well as highly 
trained, men and women. 


FOR THE CONTROL OF WEALTH 


No person to be possessed of over 
$250,000. If two persons of opposite 
sex marry whose combined fortunes 
amount to over $250,000, the surplus 
to go to the state. 

No person to receive an annual in- 
come of over $50,000 a year. Any in- 
come over that amount to go to the 
state. 

No person to receive more than 
10% on any investment, once the am- 
ount invested has been received back; 
by the investor, and no lasting busi- 
ness or factory to pay more than 25% 
any one year, the balance going to 
the benefit of the workers, or to an 
eomergency fund, this emergency 
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’ fund: to go to the workers once the 


shareholders have received back,their 
capital. 

Eight hours of labor to be gener- 
ally adopted. 

No person be allowed to inherit! 
more than $25,000, but in-the case of 
a minor, he or she may receive this 
amount after the expenses of their 
education and training have been 
paid for. 

Three weeks: training to be devoted) 
to the state annually between the 
ages of 17 and 25.

For a number of 
years an immense amount of wealth 
and property would revert to the 
government which in turn would be 
expended in the interests of every 
citizen getting a fairly equal chance 
to secure a comfartable living and 
raising a healthy progeny,

CANADIAN WOMEN 


The following resolution has been re- 
ceived by the Red Deer Local Council 
of Women from the National Execu- 
tive, and is published as resolved at the 
iinnual meeting of the L.C.W.: 

Whereas misunderstandings have 
arisen concerning the supposed reli- 
tionship of this National Council of 
Women of Canada with women of 
enemy countries, through the Interns- 
tional Ceuneil 


Be it resolved, that this statement 
and resolution following be sent im- 
mediately to each Local Council and 
to each Nationally organized society 
in federation, and also to the Associlat- 
ed Press:— 


“There has been no_ connection 
whatever between the National 
Council of Women of Canada and 


women of enemy countries through 

the International Council, the latter 

having been in abeyance since tho 
war began.” 

Whereas the object of the National 
Council of Women is the furtherance 
of the application of the golden rule 
to society, custom and law; 

And Whereas the German nation has 
repeatedly broken the Golden Rule and 
has expressed no repentance for such 
action,and itis not therefore possible 
to contemplate that Germany and her 
allies, while they are unrepentant, 
should continue to participate in the 
work of a Society whose object is to 
secure the enforcement of a law which 
they have broken; 

Therefore be it Resolved that this 
Executive Commitee request the Pre- 
sident of the International Council, 
after peace is signed, to call a meeting 
of Allied and neutral Councils only, 
since the National Council of Women 
of Canada is unwilling to be associated 
with the women of the National Coun- 
cils of Germany and her allies.”

London, April 21.—The short-lived 
soviet government at Munich collaps- 
ed Saturday night, says a Munich 
dispatch to the Daily Mail. The gar- 
rison, which was to form the nucleus 
of the red army, rejected the self- 
appointed dictators, who had _ been 
trying to run the republic, and Sun- 
day morning the Hoffman government 
resumed judicial control of the capi- 
tal by proclaiming martial law. 

Berlin, April 21—A clash between 
the communist red guards and gov- 
ernment troops at Dachu, 10 miles 
west of Munich, resulted in the defeat: 
of the government forces because the 
Spartacang broke the temporary arm-! 
istice which had ben arranged for 
the purpose of allowing a_ limited: 
amount of supplies through the lines, 
and fell upon and overwhelmed the 
white guards, and occupied Dachu.

Archangel, March 20.—When the 
Allied force first landed here in Aug- 
ust, 1918, they found that most of the 
military stores which had been trans- 
ported here for the use of the Rus- 
sian imperial government had been 
removed in safety by the Bolsheviki.

Ei/iknew of ‘the Allied intention to land 


there to protect the stores and Count 
von Mirbach, the German ambassa- 


4|;dor at Moscow, told the Bolsheviki 


that the Germans would occupy Mos- 
cow and Petrograd if they did not get 
the stores away before the Allies lan- 
ded. 

The Bolsheviki hurried up thous- 
ands of Chinese coolles and soon had 
the great bulk of the war material 
at Sukona, 40 miles north of Vologda, 


#4/and 300 miles down the Vologda-

What isthe significance of this! 
great fact? Why is it that the whole 
church joins today. in songs of praise 
and alleluias in celebrating. this great. 
event? Why is it that as we stand! 
today beside the empty tomb it 
awakens in us the deep emotions of 
joy and praise? 

It 8s because the Atonement is 
completed, it means that God the 
Father has accepted Christ’s work as 
a satisfaction for the sins of the 
whole world. It means that the prob- 
lem of a future life has been solved 
and a veritablehereafterrevealed and 
opened up to man. ,. 

The gospel which finds its highest 
note in the Easter message {3 not a 
gospel of a dead Saviour, but of a 
living, reigning, life-giving one who 
lives for evermore. Since Christ rose, 
the power of the grave is broken—it 
{s no longer a dark prison-house, but 
the gate of life. Now we die to live 
again. 

But the Resurrection not only as- 
sures us of the future life, it is not 
only a pledge of life beyond the 
grave, not only does it give to man 
that message of immortality, but 
there is spiritual life in the Risen 
Christ.\ By the power of His resur- 
rection, men may rise, from the 
death of sin unto the life of right- 
eousness. There are many in the 
world who are dead to every noble 
aim in life, buried in the world’s fol- 
lies and sins. So they will remain 
until they permit the life-giving one, 
the Victor and vanquisher of sin. to 
take all their burden of sin and roll 
it back into the empty tomb. 

The personal joys which must 
have come to those who had been in 
immediate contact with Christ we 
can only indirectly share, but beneeth 
and beyond these there lay the great 
treasury of spiritual. truth which is 
sharer by them, by us and by all the 
world. 

Whatever may have happened at 
the tomb of Christ, one thing is cer- 
tain, from this grave has sprung the 
indestructible faith in the overthrow 
of death and in an eternal life. Easter 
brings us the assurance that the life 
of Christ, and all other lives lived in 
God are not crushed, that He who 
was dead is alive, and alive for ever- 
more, and holds the keys of death 
and eternity. 

Then again the empty grave is a 
place. of hope. How often our hopes 
here are blighted, our expectations 
dashed down, and the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ proclaims the reviving of 
lost hopes. The brightest hopes were 
shattered when Jesus died, but when 
He arose they all revived. There is 
not a hope, not a joy, that has gone 
down here in the night of disappoint- 
ment, but will rise in a fairer world 
where the sun will never set. Every 
lost affection will return to every 
loving heart, every hope to the de- 
spairing soul and every joy unspeak- 
able to the mourner. All 
earth we may have loved and icst 
will be given back in heaven. That 
is the message of Easter, that is the 
blesse hope which is brought to us 
today when we sing the praises of 
Him who died, but who no longer lies 
within the grave, for He is’not there, 
but is risen. . 

Easter tells us that this life of ours 
is crowned with an infinite dignity. 
It is no longer an uncertain existence 
of a moment, but it is the real life 
springing up into eternity. 

It is no longer the flickering exist- 
ence of a perishable body, it is the 
eternal growth of an immortal soul. 
To fight with beasts at Ephesus, as 
did St. Paul, on behalf of that soul’s 
life is no mere chivalrous folly. There 
is but one conclusion and that of in- 
vincible courage, to be drawn from 
the Easter story, for it brings to us 
the message of victory, and that as 
He {is risen, so we may rise. “And if 
ye then,” says the Apostle in our 
Epistle for today, “if ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which 
are above, where Christ sitteth at the 
right hand of God.” 

“They have taken away the I.ord, 
and we know not where they have 
laid Him.” Such was the saying of 
Mary, but her heaviness was svan to 
be turned into joy, for the empty 
tomb meant that the Lord had -cisen. 
The great: companion is not dead, 
but liveth. “I am with you through 
all the days.” In that fellowship of 
Christ's continual presence, those 
first disciples went forth conquerors 
to conquer the world within and with- 
out, not suddenly transformed to the 
Divine image, but loyally yielding 
their will to the spirit within, and 
growing from grace to grace in the 
power and presence of the Living 
God, gaining victory after victory, 
echoing the thought,“Oh death, where 
is thy sting, oh grave, where is thy 
victory? Answering in faith and 
hope, ‘‘Thanks be to God, who giveth 
us the victory, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.”

While the most chronic optimists 
admitted the last hope of peace by 
April 20th apparently had vanished, 
there was a general feeling that the 
treaty would be ready for presenta- 
tion to the Germans by May 1, at 
least.

An instance of how the covenant 
is interwoven with the treaty ig pro- 
vided in the settlement of the Saar 
problem. The “big four" agreed that 
region would be under political gsu- 
pervision of the league for a period 
of years, while France controls the 
important coal mines there,
